Barry Man 
Fatally Shot 


No charges had been filed Monday as Cor- 


sicana police continued an investigation and 
awaited the results of an autopsy in the fatal 
wounding of Edward Ferrera, 47, Rt. 1, Barry, 
Sunday night. The shooting occurred at the 
residence of Elisardo Sandoval Gutierrez on N. 
Hwy 75, police said. 


Justice of the Peace G. W. O'Neal said he was 


withholding an inquest verdict pending com- 
pletion of an investigation by police and results 
of an autopsy. 


Police Chief Don Massey said Asst. Chief 


Dough Hightower is conducting a follow-up 
investigation and the case will likely by sub- 
mitted to the grand jury. 


According to a written report by Officer 


Lewis Palos, who made the preliminary in- 
vestigation, on his arrival at the scene, 
Guitierrez lead Palos to where Ferrera lay 
beneath a window. Guitierrez told the officer 
his pistol had discharged as he swung the 
cocked gun at the head of a man he found 
looking in a window at his home about 7:08 p.m. 
Massey Discounts 
Extortion Attempt 


Police Chief Don Massey confirmed Friday 


that earlier this week he had received calls 
from an anonymous man who sought to extort 
$100,000 under threats to kill him or some 
Corsicana police officer, but discounted the 
calls as a prank. 


"I think it was a crank call as he sounded 


drunk or all doped up, Chief Massey said. He 
said the man hung up after calling him Wed- 
nesday "threatening to kill me if I didn't get 
him some money." About 15 minutes later, 
Massey said the man called back and said he 
"wanted $100,000 or he would kill me or some of 
my officers." 


Chief Massey said he told the threaten there 


was no way he could raise that kind of money, 
but "asked where I should leave it, if I did," 
and the caller directed him to have the money 
ready 
and 
wait 
for a 
call 
Thursday 


(Thanksgiving) at 1 p.m. No other calls were 
received, he said. 


"I take it for granted it was just a prank/' 


Chief Massey said, adding that he had notified 
the FBI of it, and had directed allofficersin the 
department to take precaution on having 
another unit back them up on answering any 
complaint call of a suspicious nature. 


He said no Corsicana businessmen had 


received any extortion type calls or threats that 
had been reported to the police department.

Need Help 


An early morning fire at Emhouse left Mr. 


and Mrs. Tommy Hardcastle and their five 
young children homeless and in need of 
assistance, according to a relative who ap- 
pealed for help.

by Mrs. Hardcastle's sister, Mrs. Bobby

Completely destroyed was the three bedroom 


frame house and all the family's possessions 
and clothes including gifts bought for Christ- 
mas. 


"They didn't save a thing, it went up in 


flames so quickly," said Mrs. Nix who saw 
smoke from the fire from her own home two 
miles down the road. 


Mrs. Nix said the children, four boys and a 


girl, range in age from three months to six 
years of age. 


It was believed the fire started when one of 


the children kicked some bed covers over a 
heater, Mrs. Nix said. 


The Hardcastles are temporarily being 


housed at both Mrs. Nix's home and hers and 
her sister's parents, Mr. and Mrs. K.S. An- 
derson in Emhouse. 


"I am making an appeal in their behalf for 


clothing and food," Mrs. Nix said, inviting 
donors to contact her by phone 354-2722 (at 
Emhouse). 


Corsicana firemen responded to the alarm at 


7:29 a.m. to find the house "practically on the 
ground," on arrival, Bill Talkington, assistant 
fire marshal, said. 
Arsonists Believed 
Involved in Fires 


Investigations involving three recent fires in 


Navarro County indicate two of the blazes may 
have been the work of arsonists, according to 
Sheriff Jerry Shelton. The investigations are 
being headed by Deputy State Fire Marshall 
Norvall E. Terry of Austin. 


Sheriff Shelton said a Nov. 17 church fire in 


Kerens and a Barry residential fire before 
dawn Tuesday morning both may be arson. No 
one was injured in either fire, according to the 
Sheriff, but investigation will continue. 


A Kerens residential fire Monday night that 


claimed the life of Jason Regan apparently 
began accidentally, Sheriff Shelton said. He 
said Reagan's clothing apparently caught fire 
when a flash fire erupted in his home. 


The Sheriff said the house in Barry, which 


contained furniture although unoccupied, 
burned to the ground. No definite cause has 
been established as a result of the complete 
destruction, he added, but arson is still 
suspected. 


Sheriff Shelton said the Nov. 17 fire that 


destroyed a church nearing completion in 
Kerens was definitely arson and investigation 
is continuing.

Board Discusses Energy, Threats

A total of seven Corsicana 


students were found to be in- 
volved in a rash of bomb threats 
made during the past few 
weeks, according to Supt. Joe 
Lindsey. 


Lindsey told the school's 


board of trustees during a 
regular 
business 
meeting 


Monday night that one high 
school student, four Drane 
Middle School students, and two 
elementary students were in- 
volved in the bomb threats. 
About one bomb threat call per 
week for five weeks was 
received at Drane, according to 
the Superintendent. 


"We do have confessions" 


and other evidence, Lindsey 
said. The names of the students 
making the threats have been 
turned over to local juvenile 
authorities and the Corsicana 
Police Dept., he added. 


The students who made the 


bomb calls have been allowed to 
return to school on probation. 
District Judge Don Nicholson 
has 
the 
responsibility 
of 


deciding what action will be 
taken in the matter. 


"The FBI will be called in 


from now on," Lindsey told the 
board of trustees and school 
administrators in attendance at 
the meeting. Making a bomb 
threat is a federal offense and 
will be prosecuted fully, he said. 


There have been no additional 


bomb threats during the past 
two weeks since the last calls 
were traced, Lindsey reported. 


In other business, the board 


discussed ways of cutting the 
school's energy consumption. 
Supt. Lindsey suggested it will 
probably be necessary to 
eliminate most bus trips which 
are not necessary for the 
education of students. 


The board will be considering 


cutting out field trips and other 
extra curricular 
activities. 


Athletic activities may have to 
be combined, and some may 
have to be dropped, Lindsey 
commented.

heating thermostats to a lower 
temperature. All heating is to 
be turned down on weekends, 
and Supt. Lindsey is to look into 
the purchase of electric eyes to 
connect to outdoor lighting so it 
will automatically turn off in 
the daytime.

Frank estimated that busing 


students to and from school 
accounts for 65 per cent of the 
gas used. 35 per cent is con- 
sumed by field and vocational 
trips, 
drivers 
education 


vehicles, and maintenance 
vehicles. 


The school's storage tank for 


gas holds 1,000 gallons. The 
psssibility of renting additional 
storage was discussed. The 
CISD currently pays 23 cents 
per gallon for gas from Mobil, 
and the contract with the 
company expries March 1, 
Frank said. 


Supt. Lindsey reported that 


$113,588.11 has been collected as

insurance amount collected as 
his fee for obtaining additional 
insurance money for the school. 


May 20 was set by the board 


as the date for issuing teacher 
contracts, specifying salaries, 
and adopting a 
preliminary 


budget. 


The action was taken to help 


eliminate what Lindsey called a 
"morale 
problem 
among 


teachers." He pointed out that 
in the past teachers have 
received 
contracts 
before 


knowing what their salaries will 
be. The board needs to decide on 
salaries in April so teacher 
contracts can be issued in May, 
he added. 


ANOTHER SUGGESTION by 


Lindsey is that teachers should 
be required to notify the board 
by June 1 if they (the teachers) 
do not plan to teach in Cor- 
sicana. 
Any teacher 
who 


decided to leave the school after 
that date would be required to 
forfeit $150-$300 to defray the 
cost of locating replacement 
teacher, it was suggested by 
Lindsey. 


The resignation of Mrs. Reba 


Busby, fourth grade teacher at 
Travis Elementary, 
was ac- 


cepted on the grounds of 
"personal reasons," Mrs. Judy 
Conner, fifth grade teacher at 
Lincoln 
Elementary, 
was 


granted 
maternity 
leave, 


beginning at the end of the 
semester. Mrs. Susan Stites was 
hired to replace Mrs. Conner 
during her leave. 


A school audit report was 


presented by Hudson Anderson, 
who said "The system did 


operate at a deficit this year," 
but "corrective measures" 
have already been taken. 


Business manager Frank

"We have no new leads today, 


but we have an all-points 
bulletin out for the men and 
Bonner's stolen 1970 Chevrolet, 
license NLJ 382," 
Sheriff 


Shelton said today. 


Deputy Sheriff Jim Bostick 


investigated the crime, which 
began about 2:30 p.m. Monday 
when Bonner approached his 
car at the back of the Mall to 
place some purchases in the 
vehicle. 


Bonner related to officers that 


he saw the two black men, in 
their early 20s, as he left the 
Mall and was opening his car 
when they walked up behind 
him and put a gun to his head 
and told him "this is a hold-up". 


They forced him to get in on 


the passenger's side while the 
shorter of the two, described as 
about 5 feet 5 and about 150 
pounds drove. The taller man, 
holding a pistol which was 
believed to be a .38 revolver, got 
in the back seat. 


He was driven out IH 45 north 


to just inside the Ellis County 
line where they turned east on 
Farm Road 1182. After driving 
about 3 miles, they turned off on 
a dirt road, almost getting 
stuck, and returned to Farm

being transferred back here to 
Memorial Hospital. 


Shelton said officers had 


returned to the scene of the 
robbery-shooting 
today in 


search 
of the bullet which 


passed through Bonner's leg.

Tenn., drowned in a rain-swol-

with water.

At least nine twisters cut 


paths of destruction from sou- 
thern Louisiana to northern 
Alabama and Tennessee. 


Hundreds of houses and trail- 


er homes were destroyed or 
damaged. 


A tornado ripped into an ele- 


mentary school at Southaven, 
Miss., wrecking three portable 
classrooms and slicing the roof 
off the main building, where 1,- 
400 pupils huddled in hallways. 
Six children were injured. 


The twister smashed 56 mo- 


bile homes in a nearby trailer 
park, damaged 71 others and 


"left wreckage in another trailer 
park. A Red Cross worker said 
a one-year-old baby was in- 
jured critically. 


At Huntsville, Ala., at least 


42 persons were injured when a 
tornado ripped through the 
Huntsville-Decatur Jetport. The 
National 
Weather 
Service 


clocked winds at 94 miles per 
hour there before the in- 
struments broke. 


A number of the Alabama in- 


juries occurred at a trailer 
park near the jetport. A police 
spokeswoman said the storm 
"just flattened it." 


Another twister injured three 


persons, one possibly seriously, 
at Vinemont, about 35 miles 
south of Huntsville. Several 


houses were damaged. 


Still 
another 
tornado 
de- 


stroyed a marina at Smith 
Lake, about 15 miles west of 
Cullman, Ala. 


In Tennessee, the Harpeth 


and Duck rivers surged out of 
banks. Officials predicted the 
Harpeth would crest at five feet 
above flood stage, the highest 
since flooding of last spring 
which caused millions of dol- 
lars in damage. 


Several tornadoes were re- 


ported in Louisiana but there 
were no injuries and little dam- 
age. 


The storm system moved into 


Georgia and the Carolinas dur- 
ing the night and portions of 
those states remained under a 


tornado watch until 5 a.m. to- 
day.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


White House proposed a heatr 
ing oil rationing plan Tuesday 
under which home owners us- 
ing oil must lower their ther- 
mostats six degrees. All others 
using oil for heat must lower 
their thermostats ten degrees. 


Here, in question and answer 


form, is an explanation of the 
plan, subject to official revision 
before its final adoption. 


Q. Does absolutely everybody 


have to lower his heat? 


A. Not everybody. Just house- 


holders and building operators 
who heat with "middle dis- 
tillate fuel" that includes the 
usual "Number Two" home 
heating oil, kerosene, range oil, 
stove oil and diesel fuel. Those 
who heat with natural gas, 


electricity, wood or some other 
fuel are requested to cut their 
fuel consumption but are not le- 
gally required to do so. 


Q. If I have to reduce my 


heating by government order, 
why don't those others? 


A. Oil is a heating fuel whose 


deliveries can be controlled. It 
is much more difficult, in fact 
nearly impossible, to cut deliv- 
eries of electricity and natural 
gas for heating without creat- 
ing serious problems and safety 
hazards. The administration is 
studying ways to cut the use of 
electricity and natural gas, pos- 
sibly by imposing some sort of 
tax or surcharge on excess con- 
sumption. But it has not yet 
come up with a plan. 


Q. What right does the gov- 


ernment have to tell me how to 
heat my home? 


A. It has the legal authority, 


based on 1973 amendments to 
the 1970 Economic Stabilization 
Act — the "Eagleton Amend- 
ment" — to control the dis- 
tribution of fuels. It has been 
controlling distribution of home 
heating oil at the wholesale lev- 
el since Nov. 1. Now, it plans to 
extend that control to the final 
consumer. 


Q. Why is this necessary? 
A. Because the United States 


has been increasing its fuel de- 
mand faster than its supply. 
The Arab oil nations made our 
problem worse by cutting off 
their shipments of oil to the 
United States last October. 
Thus, the consumption of all 


petroleum products — gasoline, 
home heating oil, industrial oil 
diesel and jet fuel — must be 
cut. 


Q. I wouldn't mind turning 


down the thermostate a degree 
or two, but why six degrees? 


A. That's what the govern- 


ment figures it will take to 
save about 15 per cent of the 
distillate oils: a six-degree re- 
duction in homes and ten de- 
grees everywhere else. 


Q. President Nixon said Sun- 


day night we should lower the 
heat six degrees to an average 
indoor temperature of 68 de- 
grees. We always keep the 
thermostat at 68. Must we cut 
back? 


A. Yes. You will have to turn 


your thermostat down to 62. 


The regulation says: "Each 
end-user must reduce his am- 
bient indoor temperature by the 
appropriate amount, or take ac- 
tions which will result in a fuel 
saving equivalent ..." 


Q. Who's going to make me? 
A. Nobody. But if you don't 


do it, you'll run out of fuel on a 
cold day. 


Q. But my dealer makes sure 


my_oil tank is full. 
A. He won't in the future. The 
first delivery he makes under 
this program, he will fill up 
your fuel tank. After that, he 
will figure out how much is 
needed to refill it, but he will 
subtract six degrees' worth of 
fuel. It's up to you to make it 
last until the next delivery. 


Q. If my dealer has to cut me 


back six degrees, how will he 
know where I set my thermos- 
tat last winter? 


A. He doesn't have to know 


that. He knows how much fuel 
you used in December 
and 


January, because he sold it to 
you. 
He can figure out how 


much fuel your house used on a 
cold day a year ago, and, based 
on the current weather, he can 
figure out how much fuel your 
home would normally have 
used. Then he would subtract 
enough fuel for six degrees of 
heating, and deliver the result. 


Q. What if 1 think a six-de- 


gree reduction is too low? 


A. If you believe you really 


need more fuel than you are al- 
lotted, you can apply for relief 
to one of the local boards. 


Oil Companies Retain 
Energy-Saving TV Ads 


NEW YORK (AP) - Officials 


at six major oil companies say 
President Nixon's call for de- 
creased 
gasoline production 


and a ban on Sunday sales 
won't cause radical changes in 
their 
television 
advertising 


campaigns. 


The reason? They've long 


since changed those campaigns 
to eliminate the once-familiar 
"buy gas" approach. They now 
emphasize 
gasoline con- 


servation, new efforts to find 
oil, or both. 


And the onset of the nation's

gasoline shortage early this 
year already lias caused a 
sharp cutback in the amount all 
oil companies in the U.S. once 
lavishly spent on TV advertis- 
ing. 


It's declined 36 per cent for 


national and regional advertis- 
ing in the first nine months of 
this year, compared to the 
same period in 1972, estimates 
the Television Bureau of Adver- 
tising. 


The bureau, supported by the 


TV industry, says oil com- 
panies spent only $53.3 million 
on such ads through September 
this year, compared to $83.5 
million for the same period last 
year. 


Despite Nixon's steps to re- 


duce the nation's fuel usage, 
five of six companies contacted 
in an AP survey—Mobil, Gulf, 
Exxon, Texaco and Amoco— 
said they've no plans to aban- 
don their current brand of na- 
tional television advertising in 
1974. 


The sixth—Shell Oil Co.—said 


it discontinued its national TV 
ads after Sept. 10 and now only 
is on TV in Houston, Tex., New 
Orleans, la., and St. Louis, 
Mo., where there are high con- 
centrations of Shell employes. 


The ads, Shell officials" said, 


emphasize the work the com- 
pany is doing to alleviate the 
national fuel shortage. They 
said they don't know yet wheth- 
er Shell will go hack to national 
ads in 1974. 


Only one of the six com- 


panies—Gulf—would specify 
how much they've cut back on 
television advertising this year. 
All cited company policies as 
the reason they couldn't give 
such information. 


A Gulf spokesman, who de- 


clined to give dollars-and-cents 
figures, said his firm's tele- 
vision advertising was down 50 
per cent this year.

dormant winter planting. Small 
trees which will tolerate shade 
are River Birch, Red Maple, 
Japanese 
Red 
Maple, 


American Holly, Huckleberry, 
Sugar Maple, Fringe Tree, 
Dogwood, Redbud, and Yaupon. 


Evergreen trees are Holly, 


Yaupon, Loquat, 
Junipers, 


Cedar, Magnolia, Pine, Cedar 
Deodara, 
Cherry 
Laurel, 


Ligustrum, and Live Oak. 


Lime the soil now for spring 


and 
summer 
results. An 


average application is 10 
pounds of lime per 150 square 
feet of ground area. Lawn 
grasses and vegetable gardens 
tend to like a neutral to slightly 
acid pH, and thus will profit 
from a liming every three to 
four years. 


The dormant winter season is 


an ideal time to plant woody 
ornamentals, while the plants 
are dormant and moisture is 
available. A winter planting 
allows the plant to be prepared 
from growth, and gardening 
time is saved in the spring. 


Clean garden beds and mulch 


down for the winter; build a 
compost pole from falling 
leaves, which, in turn, builds 
your garden soil. Cut back 
faded cyrysanthemums once 
they have completed blooming. 


Clean the vegetable garden 


area of dead vegetation, which 
may harvest 
insects 
and 


diseases. Preparation now will 
be a beginning for very early 
spring gardening. 


Do not feed with nitrogen 


now, as the cold will injure 
tender vegetation. Plan your 
landscape before planting. 


The first-time 
vegetable 


gardener 
must 
begin 
by 


selecting a site for the garden; 
this site should contain fertile 
soil with good drainage. If 
possible, locate the garden at 
least 100 feet from large trees to 
prevent competition between

Bedding the land into rows will 
also permit earlier planting 
next spring, because the soil 
will dry faster from winter 
rains, and will also warm 
sooner. 


To determine the fertility 


level of the soil, we suggest a 
soil test. Take a small sample of 
soil from several locations is 
the garden site and send it to the 
Soil Testing Lab at Texas A&M 
University. Information sheets

Extension Office. There is a $2 
charge 
for 
each 
sample 


analysis. 


Lime is often required to 


reduce the acidity of garden 
soils. A soil test would indicate 
this need. And, since lime 
reacts slowly in the soil, it 
should be applied in the fall. 


What else can be done in 


preparation for that spring 
garden? Why not make plan 
of the crops to be grown. Get the 
entire family in on the act. 
Decide on family preferences 
and then purchase the seed well 
ahead of the planting season. 
With the boom in gardening, 
vegetable seed may be in short 
supply next spring.

Medicare Hospital Costs 
For Beneficiaries To Rise 


"HEW Secretary Caspar W. 


Weinberger has recently an- 
nounced that a 
Medicare 


beneficiary will be responsible 
in 1974 for the first $84 of his 
hospital bill, an increase of $12 
over the present amount," said 
David Helmer, manager of the 
Corsicana 
Social 
Security 


Office. 


"The law does not give the 


Secretary 
any discretion in 


setting the Medicare hospital 
deductible but requires him to 
determine it for each year on 
the basis of the average daily 
cost of hospital care under the 
program. The base year is a 
calendar year preceding the 
prescribed 
time 
for 
the 


Secretary's announcement. 
Thus, the current increase is 
based on 1972 data and reflects 
increased hospital costs in that 
year," explained Helmer. 


When the hospital deductible 


amount changes, 
the law 


requires the Secretary to make 
comparable 
changes in the 


dollar amounts a Medicare 
beneficiary pays toward a 
hospital stay of more than 60 
days, or a posthospital entended 
care stay of more than 20 days. 


In 1974, when a Medicare 


beneficiary has a hospital stay 
of more than 60 days, he will 
pay $21 a day for the 61st 
through the 90th day, up from 
the present $18 per day. If he 
has a posthospital stay of over 
20 days in an extended care 
facility, he will pay $10.50 per 
day toward the cost of the 21 st 
day through the 100th day, up 
from the present $9 per day. 


If a Medicare beneficiary 


ever needs more than 90 days of 
hospital care in the same 
benefit period, he can draw on 
him "lifetime reserve" of 60 
days, and will pay $42 for each 
day used instead of the present 
$36 per day. Helmer also ex- 
plained that the increase is 
consistent with the Cost of 
Living 
Council's 
policy 


governing price adjustments in 
the health industry.

rior Secretary Rogers C. B. 
Morton today announced plans 
to lease federal lands in three 
Western states for commercial 
production of oil from shale. 


Morton said leases on six fed- 


eral oil shale tracts in Colora- 
do, Utah and Wyoming will be 
offered at competitive bidding, 
one at a time between Jan. 8 
and June 4. 


Morton's long-expected an- 


nouncement could lead to the 
opening of a vast new oil re- 
source much larger than the 
nation's known reserves of con- 
ventional oil. 


At the same time, Morton an- 


nounced he is ready to issue a 
permit for construction of the 
Trans-Alaska oil pipeline, de- 
layed by an environmental law- 


. suit since 1970. 


He asked the Justice Depart- 


ment to take the remaining 


steps to clear the way for offi- 
cial issuance of the permit, in- 
cluding a court-imposed re- 
quirement to give the environ- 
ment groups who brought suit 
14 days official notice of the ac- 
tion. 


Morton also ordered the acti- 


vation of 250 petroleum in- 
dustry executives in a reserve 
pool to join the Emergency Pet- 
roleum and Gas Administration 
and help administer federal 
energy emergency programs. 


The announcement said the 


Interior Department is figuring 
out whose skills will be needed 
and individual requests for the 
executives' services will be is- 
sued early in December.

Detroit Officials Squeezing in 


DETROIT (AP) — More city officials will have to learn to 


squeeze into small autos now that administrators have ordered 
the share of subcompacts in the city's fleet increased to about 25 
per cent. 


The city purchasing office says it will try to cut gasoline 


consumption by 15 per cent by making at least half of the 113 
cars it will buy this year subcompacts. That would raise the 
number of small cars in the city's 516-auto fleet to about 130. 


Detroit's 516 autos, which do not include police or fire cars, 


used 466,000 gallons of gasoline to drive 5.9 million miles last 
year, officials said. 


Peddlers in Everett, Washington 


EVERETT, Wash. (AP) - The wheels of government are 


turning slowly here to beat the energy crisis. 


The City of Everett bought two bicycles for use by city em- 


ployes. Available on a firstcome, first-served basis to everyone 
from Mayor Robert Anderson down, they are designed to 
decrease use of gas-guzzling city cars for short trips. 


A city spokesman said the bikes are a bargain at $85 each. 


Their rear double baskets and front hamper will hold "six gross 
of pencils, three reams of typing paper, a briefcase, three pairs 
of handcuffs, two umbrellas, one-half pound of coarse salt, five 
yards of firehose and a seedling pear tree." 


Free Gas To End in New York 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - Motorists traveling the New York 


State Thruway won't be able to buy gas on Sundays, and if they 
run out they will not get any for free, either. 


The state Thruway Authority announced Tuesday that it was 


banning the sale of gasoline at the superhighway's 31 service 
stations from 9 p.m. Saturday to midnight Sunday, beginning 
this week. 


The action was taken in compliance with a request from 


President Nixon to ban Sunday gas sales to conserve fuel. 


The Authority also announced that State Police and Authority 


cars will no longer give free gas to motorists who have run out, 
on any day of the week. 


The service stations were ordered to remain open Sundays to 


provide emergency repair service. 


Jet Fuel Shortage May Delay Pipeline 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) - The executive director of the 


Alaska Air Carriers Association says cuts in aviation fuel sup- 
plies could mean a severe work stoppage in trans-Alaska pipe- 
line construction. 


President Nixon's recent energy message ordered fuel cuts of 


50 per cent for pleasure and instructional flying, 40 per cent for 
corporate flying and 20 per cent for air taxi and industrial 
aviation. 


"We're not going to build the pipeline without aviation fuel 


and we are not going to build it without second level, air taxi, 
operators," said executive director Jim DODSON. 


Dodson called for a total exemption from the President's 


program for Alaskan aviation and said his organization was in 
"daily contact with federal officials."

daylight-only radio 
stations, 


which claim they would lose 
substantial amounts of adver- 
tising revenue if forced to come 
on the air an hour later, thus 
missing their morning commut- 
er audience.
